Oil the morning of Sept. 19, 
1895, the Barnum and Bailey 
Circus came to Dixon and the 
editor of the Evening Telegraph 
described the event as “ a gala 
day this like of 
which Dixon 
has never seen before.” 
When the circus began arriv­ 


ing, the newspaper said, “ peo­ 
ple, circus crazy, began to make 
their way to the North Side de­ 
pot to witness the arrival. About 
one hunrdred 
boys 
and young 
men slept under Ihe trees in 
that vicinity, 
(¡iris made ap­ 
pointments to meet at certain 
localities at 3:30 a.m. to go in 
squads to see the trains un­ 
load.” 


Three trains carried the Bar* 
num and Bailey circus into Dix­ 
on and 
began unloading “ about 
daybreak at Pleasure Park.” A 
parade had been adverised for 
9 a.m. 
and well before that 
hour “ the public thoroughfares 
along the line of march were 
densely packed, not only the 
sidewalks, but in some cases 10 
foot into the roadway on either 
side, while every window of the 
buildings were crowded full of 
anxious 
faces.” 


Although over an hour late in 
starting, the parade “ amply re­ 
paid those who had waited their 
tedious and wearisome hours in 
the hot sun.” The Telegraph 
went on to marvel at the won­ 
ders seen in this parade and to

Telegraph 
editor, still 
carried away by the spectacle 
the next day, devoted a full col­ 
umn to the circus in which he 
said, in part: 


“ Here we will say that the 
managers are not only Napo­ 
leons in the show business, but 
thorough gentlemen as well — 
they recognize 
the 
fact 
that 
amusement to be popular needs 
not to cater to vulgarity, and 
that to secure the moral back­ 
ing of respectable classes, and 
consequently the best paying 
patronage, the rowdy element 
which so frequently disgraces 
popular amusements must be 
eliminated.” 


The editor borrowed words of 
Caesar when he said, “ Veni, Vi- 
di, Vinci.”

Ep ilo g ue to Writer’s 
Assessment o f LBJ 


By RALPH dc TOLEDANO 
From time to lime, a political writer stirs up 
a hornet's nest out of all proj>ortion to what he ha« 
said This, certainly, is what has happened to me 
—and in deference to the readers who have taken 
the time to beraie me. I will tr> to repeat what I 
wrote about 
President Lyndon 
Johnson as a man who might 
bail this country out of its pres­ 
ent difficulties. 
To put it briefly, fhe thrust 
of the column that has so arous­ 
ed conservaliies was one which 
I thought they would welcome. I 
suggested that President John­ 
son could become a national hern 
if he stopped playing "consens- 
Dr Toledano 
us” politics and grabbl'd the nettle of two issue* 
causing Americans drop concern. 
I'he first is the Vietnamese War. If Mr. John­ 
son would slop listening to the State Department 
chicken dm rs and move strenuously to take the 
advice of military strategists, he could win the 
war in a m ailer of months. In doing so. he would 
rloar the air of ¡he nox ious fumes that have pois­ 
oned American political life for the past four 
\cars. And he would be doing a signal service to 
all of humanity. 
The second issue involves law and order. The 
President 
h as spoken piouslv of ending the violence 
In the streets and of eradicating from our daily 
life the permissiveness which has made rioter* 
nf our young people. But when the chips were 
down, he has i>ent the knee to the liberal Estab­ 
lishment. It vvas, and Is. mv contention, that if he 
followed his better instincts he would give his own 
attorney general some sharp orders to stop Hi* 
dilator' enforcement of the nation's laws, there­ 
by restoring to this country the domestic tran­ 
quility guaranteed by the Constitution. 
These two issues could be handled by Presi­ 
dent Johnson without the passage of a single new 
law. His success wnuid depend on his desire to 
face up to treinndons problem* and to conquer 
them. Without that desire, no amount of legisla­ 
tion or oratory is worth a plugged nickel. 
My so-called support of Mr. Johnson was ron- 
tlngent on his future arts. As a political writer. I 
was simply projecting ideas and programs which 


most conservative* endorse in the hope that per­ 
haps they might reach the President'* eye. With­ 
out an acceptance on his part of the point« I men­ 
tioned, there was no support on my part. With an 
acceptance, the President could begin moving this 
country down the road to foreign and domestic 
sanity. 
Obviously, however, I.B.I I* remaining out of 
the line of fire.
